National Capital Suspends Business on 
Decoration Day. — 
THE EXERCISES AT ARLINGTON 


Recting Place of 35,000 Dead Union 
Ecldiers Hidden with Roses. 


PRESIDENT M’KINLEY WAS PRESENT 


Old Home of General Lee Visited by 
Great Throngs of G. A. BR. Men 
end Washingto:1 People. 


Washington, May 31.—Decorafion Day was 
generally observed in Washington. The 
senate adjourned over for the day and the 
house held only a fifteen minutes’ session. 
All the departments and business houses 
were closed and the day was given up to 
patriotic observance and tributes to the 
heroic dead. ; 

The bronze statues of the nation’s he- 
roes on land and sea in the government 
reservations and parks were shrouded in 
the flags under which they fought. 

At 10 o’clock there was an impressive 
parade of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and other patriotic organizations, which at 
ll o’clock broke up, the several posts hold- 
ing memorial exercises in the various 
cemeteries, 

The most imposing ceremonies were held 
at the national cemetery at Arlington, on 
the Virginia side of the Potomac, opposite 
Washington, which was before the war 
the magnificent estate of Robert E. Lee, 
the confederate chieftain. 

This beautiful property had been sold 
a little over a century ago to John Alex- 
ander for six hogsheads of tobacco and 
was inherited by Lee from John Parke 
Custis, the son of Martha Washington, 
by her first husband, who served as an 
ald on Washington’s staff. 

It was purchased by the government 
from the Lee heirs in 1883 for $150,000 after 
having been held as a national cemetery 
gince the close of the war. Here bivouac 
almcst 35,000 of the nation’s dzad, 2,000 
whose identity will never be known, being 
buried in a single grave. 

Amcnrng the most famous of the heroes 
buried beneath the spreading oaks and 
«lms are General Sheridan, the great cav- 
alry leader; Admiral Porter, the hero of 
Motile; Brigadier General Harney, and 
General Ricketts. . 

McKinley Was Present. 

The exercises at Arlington were tnade 
particularly memorable by the presence of 
President McKiuley. 

They began at 12 o’clock with a national 
salute of twenty-one guns from the light 
battery, Fourth artillery, United States 
army. The beautiful ceremony of strew- 
ing flowers on the graves followed. The 
Marine band, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public ard other organizations which had 
formed in front of the old Lee mansion, 
marched to the tomb of the unknown dead, 
where the band played a dirge while the 
mrarsive monument was being decorated. 
After this the procession separated, With 
gentle hands and loving hearts the graves 
of the vast army beneath the trees re- 
ceived their tribute of flowers. The humb- 
‘Jest of the country’s defenders was not 
‘neglected. The organizations and guests 
afterwards gathered at the amphitheater, 
which was impressively decorated, where 
the exercises took place. 

The programme at the amphitheater 

opened with bugles sounding ‘“‘assemDly.”’ 
After a funeral march, by the Marine 
band, “The Burial of the Dead’ was sung 
by the choir. 
Thomas 8. Hopkins, department com- 
mander, called the assembly to order and 
the Rev. W. H. Black invoked the divine 
blessing. The choir sang again and then 
Representative Dolliver, of Iowa, delivered 
the oration of the day. 

This oration was followed by music and 
a poem, delivered by Dr. Thomas Culver. 

Hon. Webster Davis, assistant secre- 
tary of the interior, followed with an ora- 
tion, and the exercises concluded with 
Beethoven’s funeral march, “The Dead 
Hero,” played by the Marine band. 


BATTLE: MONUMENT ACCEPTED 


EXERCISES AT WEST POINT ARE 
LARGELY ATTENDED. 


Secretary of War Alger Accepts the 
Gift in Speech Advocating 
Arbitration. 


West Point, N. Y., May 81.—In the pres- 
ence of 8,000 people, the secretary of war 
and many other officials of the army, the 
battle monument erected by their comrades 
in honor of the officers and soldiers of the 
regular army, who fell in battle in the 
civil war, was dedicated today. 

The showers of the night and the early 
morning cleared away as preparations for 
the ceremony was making. Everything 
conspired to make the dedication of the 
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Secretary Alger 
and in concluding his speech gaid very 
significantly: 

“It is the fond hope of the best minds 
of every land that the time may come— 
and that in the near future—when armed 
forces in the field shall no longer be re- 
quired, when all differences between na- 
tions shall be settled by benign influence 
of men's best judgment and that arbitra- 
tion shall be substituted for artillery, 
musketry and the eaber. 

“But while man is mortal, perhaps the 
hope that this consummation so devoutly 
wished may come the rule of the world, 
may not be realized and it is, therefore. in- 
cumbent upon every prudent people to at 
all times be prepared for any emergency, 
so that if war should come they would 
be in readiness.”

“BUTCHER” FOLLOWS HIS BENT. 


Weyler Now Has a Corner on Beef in 
Cuba. 
New York, May 31.--A dispatch to The 
Journal from Havana. says: 
“Weyler has forbidden the sale. of im- 
ported meat to Puerto Principe, and is 
compelling the public to consume only beef 


‘purchased from his own agents, proceeding 


from confiscated cattle rounded up and 
driven in by his troops from adjacent dis- 
tricts throughout Santa Clara province. 

“The situation is the same in towns 
oe. by Spanish troops. Military 
operations having been virtually suspended, 
the army is being used to further the cattle 
speculations of the chiefs and military 
commanders. 

“A strong patriot force is besieging the 
port of Baracoa by land. On Tuesday 
night the Spanish outposts were driven 
in and the besiegers dashed into the eity, 
but’ eventually they..were eccmpelled to 
withdraw “under a raking artillery. fire 
from the government warship Vasto Nu- 
nez de Baiboa, at anchor in. the harbor. 
During the fight in the streets, ‘the in- 
surgents had ettered, three Spanish sol- 
diers were killed and eleven wounded. 

“The well know patriot hospital surgeon, 
Julio Artega, son of Gerapio Artega, a cele- 
brated Cuban physician, killed some time 
ago in a duel in Mexico, has been captured 
by Weyler’s troops in Pinar del Rio and 
is now a prisoner. at Artemisa. He will be 
tried and shot for succoring the enemies 
of Spain, in having cured the wounds of 
rebels in arms against her authority.” 


EALTHQUAKE, BLACK PLAGUE. 


Steamer Mount Lebanon Brings Bad 
News from Orient. 


Tacoma, Wash., May 31.—The Northern 
Pacific steamship, Mount Lebanon, which 
arrived today from China and Japan, 
brings news that prolonged earthquake 
Shocks were experienced at Nagani, Ja- 
pan, the night of May 6th. A professor 
from the Imperial university and several 
assistants have been to Kimi Taki, a place 
where repeated seismic movements have 
been recently felt.

Excursions from Hickory, Greengbcro and 
Charlotte, N. C., brought about 2,00 this 
morning. Others came by regular trains 
and private conveyances. The music is 
furnishea by bands from Greensboro and 
Statesviile. 

The colored military company of Char- 
lotte, under Captain Taylor, of Charlotte, 
and Charlotte and Greensboro fire compa- 
nies were also here. After marching to 
the national cemetery and holding appro- 
priate services over the graves of 11,700 
federal dead, large crowds returned to 
the courthouse, where the annual address 
was delivered by Claudius Dockery.

HE WAS ARRAIGNED YESTERDAY 


Defenaant Made Oath Theat Judge

Mrs. Reid and Dennington’s Cases 
Go Over Until Fall, Too—Two of 
Them Go Back to Jail. 


Macon, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—The cases 
against Charles Reid, Mrs. Alice Reid and 
Robert Dennington, charged with the death 
of L. W. Halstead, were continued in the 
superior court by Judge Felton this morn- 
ing until the first Monday in September. 

The scene presented in the court- 
room when Sheriff Westcott rapped 
for order, was a repetition of the 
one presented during the famous 
Woolfolk trial. Every available inch 
of space was occupied by citizens of 
all classes, anxious to see and hear every- 
thing that transpired. 

The silence was intense as Mrs. Halstead 
and two friends, accompanied by Solicitor 
General Bob Hodges, entered the court- 
room. The curious eyes of the throng fas- 
tened on Mrs: Halstead as she took her 
seat. She was clad in a neat gown of 
black, and though there were traces of suf- 
fering on her face, she bore up lovely. 

A few moments after Mrs. Halstead came 
in, Charley Reid and Robert Dennington 
entered. Reid was pale. He has fallen 
off considerably since his imprisonment, 

The roil of jurors was called and every- 
body except jurors. witnesses and at- 
torneys was excluded from the bar. 

A few moments later Mrs. Reid entered 
the room through the door leading from 
the clerk’s office. She crossed over to 
where her husband sat and, placing her 
arms around his neck, wept bitterly for a 
few minutes. Reid was affected by his 
wife’s demonstration. 

The state announced ready, when Colonel 
Hardeman made a motion for postpone- 
ment on the grounds that one of the de- 
fendant’s counsei, Judge John IL. Hall, was 
iii and could not be present. A doctor’s 
certificate from Indian Spring sustained 
this- point. 

Solicitor Hodges called Judge Hardeman, 
Reid, Mrs. Reid and Bob Dennington to the 
stand and put them on oath. 

Reid was put up and testified that Judge 
vonn I. Hall was his leading counsel and 
that he did not know Mr. Hall personally, 
but that he had authorized Mr. Lon Reid 
to employ him as leading counsel. Den- 
nington tesjified substantially the same. 
Mrs. Reid’s tesfimony was to the same ef- 
fect, while Judge Hardeman testified as to 
the empioyment of his firm by tne de- 
fendants and said that Judge Hail was tne 
seuding counse:.

HE FAXPLAINED TO ME. CLOWER 
HOW HIS SON WAS KILLED. 
Rel:: sc of the Negro Will Be Request- 
e2 and the Search for the Body 
Will Continue. 


T W. Clower, father of W. Marshall 
Clower, who it was suspected was murdered 
and thrown into the river at Tallulah Falla, 
left the city for that place yesterday morn- 
ing. Hs was accompanied by Will Burke, 
alias Will Marshall. who is accused of 
having committed the crime. 

Private dispatches received last evening 
state that after the party arrived at Tal- 
lulah the father of the dead man and a 
large crowd of mountaineers took the negro 
to the scene of the accident, or tragedy, 
and* made him tell exactly what had hap- 
pened. Up to this time the negro was be- 
lieved to have committed the murder, but 
the dispatches state that he succceded in 
telling the party exactly how young Mar- 
shall Clower fell over the cliff to his death. 

The explanation was seemingly s0 
straightforward and lucid that Mr. Clower 
now believes that the negro has told the 
truth about the matter and will request his 
release. The negro will be liberated and the 
search for the body will be continued. ‘Yés- 
terday afternoon the searching party was 
at work blasting the rocks, but as the days 
pass the hope of finding the body grows 
less.

Reverue Officers Bring in Dr. Trent- 
liam from Haralson County. 

Two prominent citizens of Haralson 
county were tried before United States 
Commissioner Broyles yesterday. 

They were charged with moonshining. 
The evidence was so strong against them 
that Judge Broyles bound them over under 
bonds of $300 each. The bonds were given. 

The men were Dr. Trentham, who is 
probably the best known and most popular 
Physician of Haralson county, and his 
neighbor, G. H. Goggins, who is a well to 
Go farmer. The two men have been sus- 
pected af running stills for some time, but 
the deputies were unable to capture them 
with sufficient proof, until Sunday, when 
Deputy Marshal W. I. Dukes and Deputy 
Collector Pat Moore made a raid. 

The officers went to Buchanan, in Haral- 
son county, and from there went to the 
homes of the men they wanted.

dozen men. including five United States 
soldiers. The Indiars have no reservation 
of their own, but roam ‘over the southern 
part of the state, near the Crow Indian 
reservation. 

The white settlers are up in arms and the 
women and children are being sent into the 
northern towns for safety. The Cheyenne 


Indians make Lame Deer agency their 


headquarters. Hoover, a sheep hearder, 
was recently shot while herding sheep, and 
it was Indians that did it. This so in- 
censed the stockmen that they have armed 
themselves and say they will fight to pro- 
tect their homes, help and stock. 

Two companies of negro cavalry, from 
Custer, were orderéd to the agency 
Wednesday, and Saturday a courier ar- 
rived from the agency with information 
that George Walters, the postmaster, and 
Lou Alderson. a stockman, had been shot 
and killed; also, that the Indians had shot 
into the cavalry and killed five and had 
sixty armed cowboys surrounded. The cav- 
alry from Fort Keogh and Company E, of 
the infantry, left Saturday for the scene. 

There are certainly grounds for fear. 
The Cheyennes are determined and they 
are being re-enforced by renegade Crows. 
Settlers have moved all their families 


from near the reservation. 

Ranchmen and stockmen have organized 
at Cheyenne agency and demand the In- 
dians who killed Hoover, The names of the 
Indians are known, and they are protected 
by fifty bucks, Sheriff Gibbs and Coroner 
Bateman have returned from Barringer’s 
ranch, in the neighborhood of which the 
inquest was held on the body of Hoover. 

The verdict was that he came to his 
death by two shots fired by Cheyenne In- 
dians. 

White Bull Very Wicked. 

While the inquest was proceeding sixty 
men under Legislator James Brown arrived 
on their way to the agency. The sheriff 
pleaded with them to return and told them 
that sixty of them against 400 or 530 In- 
dians a and such fighters as the Chey- 
ennes are would be helpless. 

The sheriff learned that the crime was 
committed by three of the band led by 
White Bull, who sald a day or two previ- 
ously ‘that this Neart was bad—that he 
wanted to eat white man’s heart. ..,... 

The agent said he knew the murderers 
and thought that after a little time they 
could find their whereabouts. arrest them 
and turn them over to the civil authorities 
with what evidence they had. He request- 
ed a sufficient force of soldiers to surround 
the Indians and said he would cut off their 
rations till the murderers were turned over. 
The sheriff and committee went back to 
the main body, which had been augmented 
by twenty men from Rosebud agency, and 
made a report. 

Though there was much dissatisfaction at 
the turn affairs had taken, they agreed to 
disperse for two weeks to allow the agent 
time to make the arrests. If not then 
done the original plan of attacking the In- 
dians is to be carried out. 

The women had been gathered at several 
ranches for protection under guard of ten 
or twelve men. The sheriff left four depu- 
ties at the agency with Stock Inspector 
Smith in charge.

Canvassing Committee Begins Raising 
Money This Morning. 
CITIZENS MET ON YESTERDAY 


Want the Fair and Will Put Up the 
Required Guarantee. 


WIDE SPLIT WAS THREATENED 


Some Thought That Exposition Park 
Company Wanted Too Much—A 
Live Controversy 


The proposed state fair for Atlanta seems 
now io be nearer materialization than 
ever before. 

This morning a committee of nine of 
Atlanta’s most solid and reliable business 
men will begin the canvass of the city 
for subscriptions to the guarantee and ex- 
pense fund required by the executive com- 
mittee of the agricultural society. 

The work of bringing the fair to Atlanta 

has begun in real earnest, and if some 
surprise is not sprung the fair will be 
held. The canvass that is being made for 
money is the result of the meeting of 
the citizens and the members of the cham- 
ber of commerce yesterday morning. The 
meeting was very harmonious, and though 
not very largely attended, was productive 
of very satisfactory results. 
_ The only occurence to possibly mar the 
absolute unity of the meeting was a corm 
troversy that followed the meeting, when 
Mr. Ernest Woodruff sprung the question 
of whether the Atlanta Amusement Com- 
pany is to get anything more than the $2,000 
already promised for the use of the 
grounds. Mr. Woodruff urged that’ the 
agreement made last week was that after 
the $10,000 premium fund and $4,500 guaran- 
tee fund had been paid out of the receipts 
‘the Exposition Park Company, or Atlanta 
Aumusement Company, was to be paid the 
next $2,000 taken in at the gates. After 
that $2,000 was paid the receipts were to be 
equally divided between the amusement 
company and the agricultural society. 

Mr. Woodruff’s understanding was dif- 
ferent from that of every one else present, 
and a spirited discussion at once arose. 

Several of the gentlemen present wanted 
to know where the citizens who put up the 
$14,500 were to come in. Mr. Woodruff said 
that they would come in by getting their 
$14,500 back. 

This didn’t suit the citizens at all, and 
several of them exclaimed that they would 
have nothing else to do with the fair if that 
was to be the arrangement. 

Wone of the citizens were willing to ptt 


|} up all the money to secure the amusement 


company and the agricultural society, and 
then when the receipts were to be divided 
be left out altogether, while the money was 
taken by the two organizations which are 
to take no risk at. all. All ef the citizens 
kicked. 

They contended that Mr. Woodruff was 
wrong, and that the agreement made last 
week was to the effect that after the $14, 
guarantee was paid and the $2,000 was paid 
to the amusement company the remain- 
ing receipts were to be divided equally be- 
tween the State Agricultural Society and 
the citizens who put up the guarantee that 
will bring the fair here. 

Mr. Thompson Raises Protest. 

Mr. Joseph Thompson exclaimed that if 
that was the way things were going he 
would have nothing else to do with it. “I 
am a member of the Atlanta Amusement 
Company,’’ said he, “but I don't think that 
would be right. The men who put up the 
money to bring the fair here should share 
in the profits if any are made.”’ 

The gentlemen finally decided to go on 
and act on the strength of the agreement 
made last week, whereby the receipts over 
$16,500 are to be equally divided between 
the agricultural society and the citizens. 

The meeting was called to order in the 
chamber of commerce, shortly after 10 
o’clock. Mr. Neak who had called the 
meeting, was not present, and Mr. W. A. 
Hemphill was elected chairman of the 
meeting. Mr. Walter G. Cooper was chosen 
as secretary. 

What Citizens Must Do. 

When the meeting was ealled to order, 

@ number of the most prominent business 


men of Atlanta were in the room. Mr. 
Hemphill stated the object of the meeting, 
and then said, ‘‘I wish to indorse Mr. Neal’s 
statement he made in the call, and I want 
to promise that The Constitution will do its 
part in bringing the fair here.’’ 

Mr. Chamberlin wanted to know just 
what was necessary to be done by the cit- 
izens of Atlanta to bring the fair to this 
city. 

Mr. Waddell, of the agricultural society, 
explained thé action necessary to be ta- 
ken. He said: “I am satisfied that every- 
one will be satisfied with the report made 
by the committee last week, after confer- 
ring with the agricultural society. This 
meeting today is the result of that joint 
conference between the executive commit- 
tee of the State Agricultural Society and 
the three committees of your city. 

“The people did not at first understand 
why the State Agricultural Society should 
ask for so large a sum as $14,500 as a guar- 
antee. Mind you, the agricultural society’ 
didn’t ask for a cent of this money for its 
own use. Some people seem to think that 
the agricultural society has asked for too 
large a sum. The amount asked for is 
barely sufficient to make up a good premi- 
um list and pay all expenses. 

“We don’t want to have the fair unless 
we bring 30,000 people into your gates. We 
can do more than that. The citizens of 
towns alone will send more than that num- 
ber to the fair. Outside of the fact that we 


| ought to more than double the sum demana- 


ed, we have the privileges and the conces- 
sions, which should make nearly or quite 
as much more.” 

Mr. Chamberlin wanted to know what 
the funds were for. Mr. Waddell] saia -he 
did not have an itemized statement of what 
uses would be made of .the money, but he 
gave a few of the items as follows: 

One thousand dollars for advertising the 
One thousand two hundred dollars for 
paying the board and expenses of the sy- 
perintendents of departments in coming 


Then the offices 


control of the $14,500 in disbursing it, and 
who would repay the guarantors who put 


up their cash. Mr. Waddell explained that 
the agricultural society would have charge 


of that feature as in previous fairs. 

Mr. James E. Hickey said that it was un- 
derstood that tae work and control of the 
funds was to be divided between the men 
who furnished the guarantee, and the agri- 
cultural society. 

“Mr. Waddell, if we hold a fair, we want 


to see that the premiums are paid,” said 
Mr. E. P. Chamberlin. 

This seemed to nettle Mr. Waddell, who 
replied rather warmly. “Mr. Chamberiin 
the State Agricultural Society of Georgia 
doesn’t owe a dollar. It never scaled a pre- 
mium.”’ 

Dr. Samuel Hape Talks. 

“We are willing for the Atlanta people 
to control their funds,” said Mr. Samuel 
Hape. “We don’t covet that job at all. 
We leave that with you. We are willing 
for you to take that matter in hand, adver- 
tise as you prefer; take the matter of ad- 
vertising into your own hands and that will 
eliminate $1,000 from the $4,500. Our people 
are slow to enter into a contract. We 
want to be secure.” 

“At what time will the $2,000 for the ex- 
position park company bepaid?’’ asked some 
some one. 

“That money will be paid after the $14,500 
guarantee fund has been repaid to the guar- 
antors,’’ was explained to the interrogator. 

The question then came up as to what 
would be done with such parts of the $10,- 
000 premium guarantee fund that might 
position park company be paid?” asked 
“Suppose the premiums and expenses do 
not use all of the $10,000 guaranteed for 
that specific purpose, what will be done 
with the surplus amount? Will it be devoted 
to any other purpose?” 


“That question is left for the Atlanta, 


people themselves to settle,” said Mr. Wad- 
dell. 

Dr. Hape arose to his feet and said: “If 
we don’t need all of the money we don’t 
want it. We will not use any of the fund 
not required to pay the premiums.” 

At this point in the meeting a number 
of the gentl@émen conferred together and 
Mr. Chamberlin said that in view of the 
fact that as only one member of the com- 
mittee from the chamber of commerce was 
present and no one at all from the council 
committee, and only one from the other 
committee, he thought it best that the 
meeting adjourn until the committeemen 
could be present. 

“As you all know,”’ said he, “the gentle- 
men are now in a very important meeting 
upstaits and canmot possibly get away 
now.’”” He suggested that the meeting ad- 
journ until 4 o’clock of the same day and 
to notify the committeemen to attend the 
adjourned session. 

To Canvass the City. 

Mr. G. W. Harrison suggested that a 
canvassing committee be appointed to can- 
vass the city and see how the business men 
would contmbute. “It will come to that,"’ 
said he: “‘we will have to solicit subscrip- 
tions from them if the fair is held and we 
may just as well start the ball to rolling. 


I understand that the committee from the _ 


agricultural society will meet here Satur- 
day and I think that we ought to be ready 
to meet with that committee and tell them 
just what we can offer. I am certain that 
the gate receipts of the fair will be over 
$16,000 and certainly the receipts from priv- 
fleges and concessions would amount to 
nearly as much more. I think we ought 
to have the committee to go right to work.”’ 

Mr. Thompson said he thought the work 
of canvassing should be started right then 
and there. He wanted to see the sense of 
the crowd and determine how they would 
be willing to contribute to the success of 
the fair. .

One of the most important documents 
presented to the governor was an affidavit 
from W. W. Glenn, an old man seventy 
years of age, who is a farmer in Musco- 
gee county and who was a witness to the 
shooting. He was summoned by the state 
as a witness, but was discharged without 
having been placed on the stand. | 

This affidavit told of the murder of 
Policemen Jackson and Adams by old 
man White.

FINANCIAL GOSSIP. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Conditions and circumstances mentioned 
a week ago in this column have strength- 
ened the market and optimism has taken 
a deeper root py rapes of the assurance of 
the secretary of ‘the treasury, speaking 
with the president’s approval, that the 
question or currency retorm will be deait 
With later. 

However, apart from all this is a con- 
siaeration, as yet but little discussed, which 
has an important and legitimate bearing 
upon prices.

A survey of these leaves 
little room but for the conclusion that 
there will be fair markets for our wheat 
at fair prices. Russia will have no excessive 
quantity to ship; India,.on top of its fam- 
ine. hardly any. Argentina may be classed 
with India as regards this outlook for 
limited shipments of grain. 

Now, if. as seems inevitable, there is to 
be a good demand for our wheat at 6 to 
65 cents per bushel, it means much for the 
country and the railroads. It is a fact of 
legitimate importance on the long side. 
The Grangers, the Vanderbilts and tne pre- 
Jerred shares of reorganized propertics, 
notably Northern Pacific and Atchison, of 
the railway list. will continue to be a pur- 
chase cn mcderate reactions, as will Chi- 
cago Gas, though for quite different rea- 
sons. 

Western Union, the Coalers, Manhattan 

and the Big.:.Ecur are to be cia with 
the properties which should be discrim- 
inated against, owing to conditions special 
to themselves, as the loss of business 
through competition which the managers 
are powerless to remove, or by reason of 
adverse trade conditions and iniquitous 
finagciering combined—of which latter Jer- 
sey Central is the most prominent example. 
These stocks, as we have said before, may 
be lifted a point or two sympathetically. 
In the end facts will send them down 
lower than they have been. 
_ The course of the market last week was 
decidedly upward for nearly every securi- 
ty dealt in except a very few which were 
weak, as the result of causes directly af- 
fecting those particular securities. 

This upward movement, which § started 
over a week ago, has spread until now 
almost the entire trading element has be- 
come inoculated with the. bullish feeling 
which has carried prices to a higher range 
with but few and unimportant recessions.

It would be rash to attempt to predict 
that the street is at last in a condition to 
discount at onco the long vaunted “era of 
prosperity.” There are many fences yet 
to climb before the oasis of ty is 
reached, and when the public can revel in 
fields of sweet-scented clover. 

On the other hand, however, It must be 
remembered that we have already climbed 
many fences which seemed insurmountable, 
at ay obstacles now ahead of us 
are fewer by far and less ugly looki 
only a short time ago.

Prime on the Crops. 
From The New York Stockholder. 
Dwight, Ill., May 30.—The country be- 
gins to need some good, warm, forcing 
weather and genial showers. 
Ouc conditions since I last wrote you 


have been the very opposite. We have 
had frosts, but not severe enough to cut 
down crops or injure fruit or vegetation. It 


seems hard to get more than three or four 
days of consecutive sunshiny weather. 
Here we are toward the ist of June and 
winter clothing is still very comfortable. 

The railroads this week are beginning to 
have an increased movement of new corn. 
We generaliy get it at this season of the 
year, between the period that corn is large 
enough to cultivate and the finishing up of 
planting. This is about the only dull time 
the farmers will have from now on until 
the summer crops are harvested. 

We are just on the eve now of the har- 
vest of the early winter wheat in Texas. 

Millers still continue to flogk south into 
Tennessee and Kentucky, Oklahoma and 
Texas after new wheat to grind. The de- 
mand for this new crop, irrespective of 
price, will be the largest ever Known un 
the opening of the new crop season. 

Winter wheat mills have been idle so 
long that they are anxious again to get to 
work. They have been driven out of their 
legiffmate trade by the spring wheat mul- 
lers of the northwest. It will take a long 
time before this demand for new wheat will 
be satisfied. Hence, very little new wheat 
will find its way to graf centers for sixty 
days at least: The state @ dAllineis alane 
will have to import millions of bushels of 
wheat for bread and seed. and the only 
surplus to amount to anything of winter 
wheat must necessarily come from states 
south of the Ohio river. 

The present w er is not very good for 
the newly planted! corn. Too cold and too 
little sunshine. So far, however, there 
have been very few complaints of a poor 
stand of corn. We certainly have a fuli 
acreage,

Wiley Robinson Was Displeased with a 
Witness’s Testimony. - 


‘SAID THE EVIDENCE WAS A LIE 


Somebody Said Robinson Took Negro 
Boarders and He Got Mad—The 
Recorder Fined Him $10., 


Among the defendants in the police court 
yesterday afternoon was a boarding house 
keeper who after being fined was immedi- 
ately rearrested for objecting in forcible 
language to the testimony of one of the 
witnesses who appeared against him. 

Wiley Robinson was the man, and he 
was at first charged with disorderly con- 
duct. 

Elbert Fowler, a young man, testified he 
had stated that Robinson kept negro 
boarders and when Robinson heard that 
he Had said this he came before his wife 
and used some’ very bad language. 

Three ladies testified that they heard 
Robinson make use of bad words in their 
presence. 

Among the witnesses was T. B. Up- 
church, who said that Robinson had cursed. 
Fowler and his wife occupied rooms in 
the same house in which Robinson con- 
ducted his boarding house. 

Robinson statea tmat ne had cursed. but 
that -Fowler had done the same in the 
presence of Mrs. Robinson. This statement 
was corroborated by Mrs. Robinson. 

Robinsen deniea thai he and his wife 
took negro boarders, but only gave some 
negroes lunch, which was paid for by the 
white man who: employed them. He 
thought he had a right to do this. Fowler 
had said that he tcok negro boarders and 
he went to him and asked if he had made 
such a statement. Fowler admitted that he 
hac, and this brought on the quarrel. 
Fowler’s statement, he said, was not true, 
and it was calculated to do him great 
injury. : 

The recorder, in deciding the case, said 
he believed Fowler had a right to ob- 
ject to negroes eating in the same house 
in which he lived, and Robinson had no 
right to go in the presence of the ladies 
and curse. He entered a fine of $10 and 
costs. Robinson paid the fine and left 
the courtroom. 

On the street and opposite the police 
barracks Robinson accosted the witness 
Upchurch and said that he had sworn to a 
lie. Upchurch called an officer and had 
another case made against Robinson. 

The second case against Robinson was 
called in the court, but the parties had 
gone home, and the matter will be in- 
vestigated this afternoon. 

Robinson said he felt very much egrieved 
at the way in which he had been treated. 
and that the witness had not told the whole 
truth about the. matter.

The 
verdict of the jury yesterday was that Per- 
due was innocent, the jury Believing the 
blow was delivered in self-defense, 
jury brought in a verdict Igte yesterday af- 
ternoon and Perdue was released, 

Late yesterday afternoon Will Loftin was 
placed on trial before Judge Candler on the 
charge of a criminal assault. The 
victim was a little negro girl nine 
years old and the crime is said to have oc- 
curred May 15th in a Decatur street board- 
ing house. The case will be resumed this 
morning and the case will go to the jury 
by 10 o'clock. Loftin claims that he is inno- 
cent, charging that he |s persecuted by ene- 
mies who have conspirai to have him con- 
victed upon a fictitious case. 

Julius Young entered 3 plea of guilty yes- 
terday morning to the eharge of burglary 
and he was given three. years in the peni- 
tentiary. Will Cotton. another negro, was 
sentenced to five years in the penitentiary 
on the charge of burgisry. Tom Fletcher 
was given twelve monfl.s for larceny from 
the house. 

Hhe bond of John Connolly was forfeited 
yesterday morning by Judge Candler, as 
Mr. Connolly was not present when his 
case was called. He was indicted by the 
grand jury several days ago for perjury, 
and yesterday morning when Solicitor Hill 
reached the case the name of Mr. Connolly 
was called in open court three times, as is 
provided by law. When the defendant fail- 
ed to answer, the jury pronounced the bond 
forfeited. 

Mr. Connolly reached the court in about 
an hour and explained that he had been 
informed by his counsel that his case would 
not be reached at the hour it was called. 
Another bond was given «ard the case will 
probably be reached again today.

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WORTH OF JBWELRY 
Will Crawford Accused of Robbing Mr. 
A. B. Thornton of Diamonds, 
JEWELS WERE WORTH $2,600 


The Robbery Was Committed During 
the Fall of 1895. 


CRAWFORD «1S NOW IN JAIL 


He Protests That He Was Not Coagnect- 
ed with the Theft and Does Not 
Fear a Trial. 


Will Crawford, a well-known young white 
vian, was yesterday afternoon taken before 
Justice Foute and his rreliminary hearing 
set for rext Thursday. 

The warrant in the case was sworn out 
by Detective Hewitt and charges the young 
man with larceny from the house. The de- 
tectives claim that they have a strong 
case against-him and will experience little 
difficulty in securing his convicticn. 

Crawford is accused of stealing $2,600 
worth of jewelry from Mr. Albert E. Thorn- 
ton during the fall of 1895. The exposition 
was then,at its height and the Thornton 
residence, being on Peachtree street, was 
directly on the route to the grounds. 

It was never discovered when the jewel- 
“ry, a large portion of which was diamonds, 
was stolen. It had been placed in the place 
where Mrs. Thornton had been accustomed | 
to keep it and was there for several days 
oefore occasion again demanded its use. 
“Mrs. Thornton then discovered that the 
jewelry had been stolen and reported the 
matter to the police department. It was 
concluded at once that some of the crooks, 
who were in the city at the time, had com- 
mitted the theft and they were closely 
watched but without result. 

Outgoing trains were searched for sus- 
picious looking characters, and the entire 
detective department was put to work on 
the case, but never a trace of either the 
goods or the thief could they find, and at 
last the robbery dropped out of the public 
mind. 

The detectives have been working on the 
case, however, and have kept an active 
lookout for the jewels. Some few days ago 
some diamonds were found in the possession 
of a man in this city, whose name the de- 
tectives refuse to divulge, and the detec- 
tives were of the opinion that they were 
the stolen jewels. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Thornton, however, 
say that the diamonds are not the ones 
which were stolen from them. The party 
who now has them says that they were 
pawned with him and it may be that the 
detectives will unearth another robbery on 
this clew. A re-opening of the Thornton 
robbery caused suspicion to point to young 
Will Crawford and after the detectives had 
investigated it was thought to be expedient 
to place him under arrest. 

Accordingly’ he was arrested during the 
latter part of last week and was kept 
confined in the station house until yester- 
day afterncon, when he was taken before 
Justice Foute, after a warrant had been 
sworn out*against him, and was sent to 
jail in default of a $500 bond. 

The preliminary hearing of the case will 
be had next Thursday afternoon at 4 
o’clock, and some exceedingly interesting 
developments will likely arise. Crawford 
takes his confinement with a decidedly 
nonchalant air. He says that he is entirely 
innocent of the charge and will be able to 
prove that he was in no way connected 
with the theft. | 

His father accompanied him to the court- 
room yesterday afternoon, as did also Mr. 
B.. M. Mitchell, who is his counsel, A 
strong @#ort was made by Mr. Mitchell to 
secure a low bond for his client. and Jus- 
tice Foute partly acceded’ to his request 
by placing it at $500, but said he was 
afraid to. place it lower than that on ac- 
count of the large worth of the: stolen ' 
goods. ? 

The detectives are very reticent about the 
case as yet.. They ‘affirm that they will 
haye no difficulty in convicting Crawford, 
but say they have not collected all of the 
evidence. Unless these links are filled out 
young Crawford will go free at his pre. 
liminary hearing, but ‘the detectives are of 
the opinion that the evidence can be se- 
cured.

HAS A NEW PLAN 


Will Advocate Grade Crossing For Outlet 
from West Side. 


DISCOURAGED BY NO PROGRESS 


Says There Is Not Much Prospect of 
a Bridge [his Year. 


CITY ENGINEER PREPARING PLANS 


The Crossing Would Not Cost Over 
$2 COO—Mr. Camp Will Urge 
Adoption This Afternoon. 


Here is a new plan for furnishing an 
outlet to the people of the west side. 

Chairman Camp, of the bridge commit- 
tee of city council, who has been working 
assiduously to this end ever since he has 
been in council, has determined that a 
grade crossing from Alabama to Magnolia 
streets is the best solution of the problem 
under present circumstances. 

Mr. Camp has all along advocated the 
construction of the Alabama street bridge, 
but could not convince council of the ex- 
pediency of such a venture. He has later 
taken up the Mitchell street viaduct. for 
Which the /Southern and Central roads 
offered the city $25,000 to aid in construc- 
tion, but as yet no agreement has been 
reached. 

The councilman from the west side has 
determined to give his constituency an out- 
let or dle in the attempr. He has given the 
matter much thought here of late, and has 
now come to the conclusion that since 
council refuses to build a bridge or a via- 
duct at present a grade crossing is the 
next best solution. 

This Is Mr. Camp’s Idea. 

Mr. Camp’s idea is to lay a chert. road- 
way from the end of Alabama street, 
crossing the Central and West Point tracks 
on the east side and the Southern’s tracks 
on the west side, to connect with Magno- 
lia gtreet under the trestle, thereby giving 
the people a better outlet than they have 
now. 

In speaking of his plan yesterday, Mr. 
Camp said: “It seems that council is not 
disposed to build the Alabama street briage, 
and from the consultation of railroaad meu 
tne other morning I don’t see that there 
te much hopes of a viaduct. Those west 
wide people have been shut off from the 
vi..ld long enough, and I tell you right 
now I am going to give them an outlet or 
know the reason why. 

“I believe a grade crossing would be the 
best solution, City Engineer Clayton is 
how preparing plans for the same, and he 
says it would not cost more than $1,500 or 
$2,000. The road wuld be sixty feet wide 
@nudi could be constructed in a compara- 
tively short time.”’ 

“What about the danger?’ 

“Tnere would not be as much danger 
there as at Mitchell street. There is al- 
ways a lot of switching going on at this 
last point, and the Southern trains from 
ane north have to pass there twice. We 
evuld hire a capable watchman and there 
would not be near so much danger as at 
Mitchell street, for there is*mot as. much 
travel.”’ 

Bridge Committee To Meet. 

The bridge committee will probably hold 
@ meeting at the chamber of commerce 
this afternoon for the consideration of 
Chairman Camp’s pian and also the via- 
duct matter, whieh has not by any means 
been abandoned. 

Mr. Camp will urge that a favorable re- 
port on the grade crossing be prepared 
tor council, where he will attempt to en- 
gineer it through. He has not consulted 
his fellow committeemen ‘on the subject; 
But seems confident of success. 

The viaduct matter will be discussed, 
but there has been no decision as to what 
action will be taken.

His Fees Have Not Been Paid. - 


A LARGE SUM IS IN DISPUTE 


Interesting Testimony Was Introduced 
Yesterday Morning. 


MA. NORCROSS DENIES THE ALLEGATIONS | 


Says He Was Paid for His Plans and 
Wants Damages Paid Him by 
Mr. Norrman.

The first division of the city court was 
transformed yesterday into an» architect's 
office and instead of lawbooks being piled 
upon the table, there was an immense pile 
of blue prints, tracings and floor plans and 
elevations, which are usually only to be 
found in an architect's offices 

At noon the interesting case of Architect 
G. L. Norrman against Mr. Jonathan Nor- 
cross was reached in the city court and 
Judge Reid entered into the trial. Mr. | 
Norrman entered the courtroom holding 
under his arm a roll of papers and pictures 
which was almost as tall as he. Mr. Jona- 
than Norcross was accompanied ®y his son, 
Rev. Virgil Norcross, and during the testi- 
mony delivered by the well-known architect 
Mr. Norcross leaned forward in his chair, 
and scanning his eyes with his beaver. lis- 
tened attentively to what was being sworn 
by the man who was the builder of the 
latter’s five-story building on the famous 
old corner. 

Architect Norrman is suing Mr. Norcross 
for about $2,700, which he claths is due 
him under a contract which was entéred 
down. Mr. Norrman claims that Mr. Nor- 
cross just before the old building was torn 
down. Mr. Norman claims that Mr Nor- 
cross stated he wanted a seven-story fire- 
proof steel building. 

“I went to work on the plans and specifi- 
cations for the seven-story fireproof steél 
building,’’ testified Mr. Norrman yesterday. 
“Mr. Norcross came to my office and made 
the contract. After I began work he would 
call every day and ask why I made certain 
changes and what the plans would look 
like when completed. 

“After I had completed the plans, Mr. 
Norcross decided he wanted a three-story 
building. I then went to work and made 
the plans and spectfications for a three- 
story building, which was to be fireproof. 
Mr. Norcross then decided he would not 
have the building fireproof, but would have 
it built out of material which is known as 
‘slow burning.’ I made the change as was 
suggested. 

“Mr. Norcross again changed his mind 
about his building, deciding that he could 
borrow en@ugn money to make the build- 
ing five stories instead of three. I made 
thé change and built the building as it 
Stands today. Mr. Norcross now says he 
will not pay me the amount I claim to be 
due and when I[ last mentioned the claim 
to him, I was informed that I could sue 
for it if I expected to get it.” 

Mr. Norcross Wants Damages. 

A lergthy answer was filed by the at- 
torney of Mr. Norcross to the petition 
brought by Architéct Norrman. Mr. Norr- 
man was represerted by Attorneys Ham- 
mond & Hammond and Judge John T. 
Pendleton and Mr. Nercross is represénted 
by Hillyer, Alexander & Lambdin and 
Judg¢ T. FP. Westmoreland. 

The answer of Mr. Norcross denied many 
of the aliegetions made by the plaintiffs. 
He shows tiat the first plans were mude 
in competition and that Mr. Norrman has 
no claim to ary commissions, as the plans 
were not accepted and the ideas materially 
changed. i 
Damages are chaired against Mr.. Norr- 
man on the grounds that the pregent build- 
ing was not constructed in a proper man- 
ner. Mr. Norcross charges that . much 
basement floor space was lost en account 
of a useless vestibulo which Was construct- 
ed, and that it was necessary to tear away 
the walls of this vestibule before the 
basement could be rented to tenants. 

Mr. Norcross also charges that the con- 
tract between himself and Mr. Norrman 
provided that bay windows were to-be in 
every room, and he declares that no bay 
windows were made on the top stcry, and 
instead an ugly balcony, entirely useless 
and unsightly, was placed around that 
floor, much to the injury of the property. 
It is also charged that the first floor was 
to be elevated so that the rear of. the 
building would be severai feet higher than 
the front, so as to make the basement 
accessible. Mr. Norcross says this was 
not so arranged at first, and it became 
necessary to stop the work when the mis- 


_take was discovered and tear away § the 


work and so arrange the floor as. the 
cor.tract called for. 

The case will be resumed this morning 
at 9 o’clock and will probably consutie 
several days before the end is reached.
